At the parliament buildings Premier Norris addressed the 
soldiers in reply to a resolution they submitted in which they

their demands to deport alien enemies, destroy the high cost of 
living’ and bring to justice the men who had attempted and

Monday's Demonstration in Win- 
nipeg Denounced by G.W.V.A. 
Executive Committee

While the demonstration parade of 
returned soldiers and strikers was at 
the government buildings this morning 
the executive committee of the Great 
| War Veterans’ avsociation called in the 
press and issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The executive committee of the 
G.W.V.A. again wishes to emphasize 
to the public that these parades to 
the parliament buildings, which are 
claimed to be representatives of re- 
turned soldiers, are not recognized ‘by 
the association. Further, they include 
in their numbers many who are not 
returned soldiers and a considerable 
percentage of aliens, 

“The parade and demonstration are 
being taken advantage of by various 
parties for ulterior motives and their 
own selfish interests which are opposed 
to and detrimental to the best inter- 
ests of the Great War Veterans and 
ithe ideals ard principles for which 
they stand. 

“The executive alyo wish to point 
out to the proper authorities that in- 
flammatory literature which is being 
published and distributed at mass 
meetings should be suppressed.”

TAX ARREARS 
LEGISLATION 
NOW IN FORCE 


y | Provincial Act Can Be Applied by 


Resolution of Municipal 
Council 


PAY UP BY INSTALMENTS 


Measure of Relief Provided Un- 
der Special Direction of Min- 
ister of Municipalities 


At the last session of the provincial 
legislature, the Hon, A. G, MacKay, 
minister of munioipal affairs, introduc- 
ed legislation which will be of assist- 
ance, especially in urban municipali- 
ties, In collecting arrears of taxes. This 
legislation is known as the ‘Arrears 
of Taxes Act,” and is now in force. 

This-act can be made applicable to 
any city, town or village by resolution 
of the municipal council, In muni- 
cipal districte or schoo! districts it 
ean only be made applicable by a re- 
solution of the council or board of 
trustees, as the case may be, subject 
to the consent of the minister of 
municipal affairs. 

Payments by Instalments, 

In any municipality to which thie 
act is made applicable, all arrears of 
taxes owing in respect to any piece 
of land, up to the 81st day of Dee- 
ember, 1918, ‘become whatt ts called 
under the act, “The Consolidated Ar- 
rears,’ and will be payable In eight 
equalized consecutive annual instal- 
ments of blended principal and inter- 
est, payable at the same time as the 
taxes for the current year, the first 
of such annual instalments being due 
and payable in the year 1921, Tt 
should be noted that there is a con- 
dition attached to this provision 
which requires the taxes levied in the 
years 1919 and 1920 to be paid dur- 
ing each of thege years and that one 
year's interest on the consolidated ar- 
rears, at the ratte of 8 per cent, per 
annum shall also be paid during each 
of the years 1919 and 1920, and that 
during the years in which instalments 
are payable, the current year's taxes 
are also required ‘to be paid. 

Pay Up Any Time. 

The amount of any inviaiments not 
yet matured may be paid up any time, 
so that the fact that this act has been 
made applicable to any municipality 
does not prevent any taxpayer whose 
taxes are in arrears from paying them 
up at any time if he wishes to do so. 
If payment of the current year’s taxes, 
interest on the oonvolidated arrears, 
or any instalment, is allowed to re- 
main in default for a period of six 
months from the thirty-first day of 
December of this year in whiéh such 
payment was due the land on which 
payment is in default will drop!out of 
ten year plan, and the municipality 
is required forthwith to take progeed- 
ings to sell or forfelt such lands be- 
cause of non-payment of taxes in the 
Inanner provided for by law. 

The fact that the forfeiture or tax 
sale proceedings have been commenced 
does not in any way interfere with 
the application of this act, but if the 
land has already been sold to ¢he mtini 
cipality for taxes, it is necessary ‘that 
the former owner of the land should

German Offer 
On Reparation 


May Be Taken 


Austrian Terms Arouse Protest 
Among Officials But People 
Apathetic — German People 
Will Petition United States 
Against Allied Demands 


PARIS, June 4.—It is declared 
officially that the Allies will in 
all probability accept the counter 
proposals of Germany for repara- 
tion so far as the actual financial 
obligations are concerned: It is 
calculated by the economic experts 
of the Allies that this amount of 
a hundred billion marks is all that 
Germany would be able to pay in 
any event, 

The council of four is now en- 
gaged in dealing with the German 
counter proposals and other mat- 
ters connected with the terms of 


peace, 

The petition to the United States, 
now being signed by all the munici- 
palities of Germany, will appeal to the 
American people for the demand of a 
peace based on President Wilson's 
fourteen points, 

The terms of the Austrian peace 
treaty is the subject of protest from 
the government officials at Vienna, 
but on the whole the Austrian people 
are apathetic over the terms and de- 
mands of the Allies.

ALL-ALBERTA 
BN. HAS GREAT 
WAR HISTORY 


In All the Fighting Since Sep- 
tember, 1915—Marched to 
the Rhine 


The 8ist Battalion arrived in Cal- 
gary frotn overseas service on Sunday 
and was demobilized at once. The 
31st was raised as an all-Alberta bat- 
tallon—the only all-Alberta battalion. 
One company was enlisted in Edmon- 
ton. Lieut.-Col. Bell, of Calgary, 
now brigadier-general, was the first 
battalion commander. Major Hew- 
gill, of Edmonton, was second in 
command, Lieut.-Col. Doughty com- 
manded the battalion on demobiliza- 
tion. 

The battalion was authorized on 
November 16, 1914. It went overseas 
at full strength. The number demo- 
bilized at Calgary on Sunday last, 
June 1, was 21 officers and 476 men. 
Between November 16, 1914 and 
June 1, 1919, over 6,000 men had 
passed through the battalion. Of 
these 923 were killed and 2,600 
wounded, 

The battalion 
on May 29, 1915. 


landed in England 
Went to France on 
September 18, 19156. Was on the 
Kemmel front until March, 1916, 
Took part in the fighting of October 
18, i815, at Wytschaete, part of Mes- 
sines Ridge. Took part in the fight 
for the craters at St. Eloi on April 8, 
1916. Was at Hooge and Sanctuary 
between April 16 and June 16. Was 
at the Somme from September 16 to 
October 10, 1916. Then was remoy- 
ed to the Sanchez section and remain- 
ed until March, 1917. Took part in 
the battle of Vimy Ridge in April, 


1917, From April to May, was at 
Arleux. Was at Lens in July and 
August; at Mericourt in September, 


and at Passchendele !n October. Was 
again at Lens from November, 1917,

A BUSHEL OF WHEAT. 


By Dean Davenport in “The Saturday Evening Post” 


A bushel of wheat—what Is it? 

Ask the farmer and he wil) tell you 
it represents the thing our govern- 
ment called for in the day of distress 
and that he was asked to produce 


Ask the man on the street and he 
will tell you it is the thing that is 


of living, with its arbitrary price of 
two dollars and twenty-six cents a 
bushel, instead of sixty of seventy 
cents which prevailed before the war. 
And this is about as far as the public 
xenerally has ever gotten into the 
financial side of the food problem, or 
has analyzed the conditions which 
are responsible for the fact that it 
costs more to live now than formerly, 
with little prospect of relief tn sight, 

Wheat has been brought promin- 
ently before the world for three rea- 
sons: because of its scarcity across | 
the water at a critical time; because | 
it is a commodity whose price has | 
been nbsolutely established by the) 
Government; and because, in order to 
stimulate production, the price wes | 
fixed at about three times the figure | 
that had prevailed during most of | 
the period covered by the experience | 
of the present generation, 

The pubile has forgotten that the 
immediate result of government in- 
torference was not to raise the price 
of wheat, but to lower it from three 
and a half dollars a bushel to prac- 
tieally two and a quarter; and during

What now, in all sober reason, Is a | 
bushel of wheat?

Ail these questions must be | 
honestly asked and intelligently ans- | 
wered before our old friend Wheat 
can be convictéd or even indicted, for 
complicity in holding upon the throne

H. Cc, L., Rex. 

A Worldwide Grain Shortage 

It is the more important to bear | 
these fundamentals in mind because 
of the Ikelihood that the price ot | 
wheat, in competitive markets of the | 
world, will rise rather than fall when | 
the Food Administration goes out | 
of business in July, as free transpor- 
tation opens up, and as the disturbed 
nations begin to establish responsible | 
g0vernments, bidding against each 
other in the markets of the world,

Inasmuch as the American people 
consume almost six bushels a head 
annually, we are forced to the conclu- 
sion that a full third of all our real 
nutriment is derived from wheat. 

Viewed financially we arrive at the 
conclusion that, 60 far as production 
goes, the American gets the raw ma- 
terlal for a third of his maintenance 
or about 11 cents a day; and in the 
old days of 70 cent wheat he got it for 
3% cents. That is all he can charge 
up to the farmer; and the question is 
whether the high cost of living Is 
really chargeable to this third of our 
maintenance or to some portion of the 
remaining two-thirds; or perchance— 
in some cases—to certain and sundry 
other expenses not to be catalogued 
Aas among the absolute necessities. 

It is a fair question whether we 
are not charging against our bread- 
and-butter account a general situn- 
tion that has arisen quite outside 
the range of necessities, For ex- 
ample, a very moderate smoker will 
consume several fimey as much mo- 
ney in cigars as in that third of his 
body nourishment which comes from 
wheat, even at present prices. 

Again, there is hardly a form of 
human food that is produced so e@co- 
nomically, processed go cheaply and 
with 0 Httle waste—manufactuted 
by wholesale or at home, as the 


| householder may ®hoose—and put 


upon the consumers table with so 
little loss or extra profit as are wheat 
and ite products. Hats off to 
wheat, the greatest food of man, 
whether savage or civilized! 

To produce a bushel of wheat re- 
quires in gener 1 terms about a 
fifteenth of an acre of land, an hour's 
work of the farmer, and two hour's 
work of a horse—not to mention in- 
vestment in machinery. It is @ gen- 
eral rule the country over that two 
horse hours are equal in value to 
one man hour; £0 this man and his 
devote the equivalent of two 
man hours to the production of a 
buehel of wheat, 


Besides this, and in general, one- 
tenth of a bushel was sown for seed 
{the year before, cast to the winds 


purely on faith; and af least another 


‘tenth goew for twine, machinery and! 


threshing. The bushel of wheat will 
remove from the soil nearly one and 
a whalf pounds of nitrogen, which 
would cost, if beught in the open 
market, not less than from twenty 
while as much 
more is likely to be lost by drain- 
age and wash, because nitrogen com- 
pounds are exceedingly soluble It 
will also remove a quarter of a 
pound of phosphorus, which will cost 
at least six cents to replace, and an 
equal amount of potassium, which 
will cost about half as much more, 

Suppose, for the sake of computa- 
we account the farmer ag en- 
titled to the plumber's wage of se- 
venty five cents an hour—waltving 
the dollar rate under contemplation 
—and agree to his three-hundred- 
dollar to six-hundred-doitlar 
shall be reokoned at the rate of the 
plumber's helper We shall ignore 
the value of nitrogen, because by 
good farming it can be gotten gratis 
out of the atmosphere, and we shal 
have need of all possible savings 
But we shall be obliged to inciude 
the phosphorus and the potassium, 
because they are gold out of stock 
and once for all, just aw truly as are 
groceries, from the merehant’s 
shelves, with no way of restoration 
except by purchase, 

How Can he Do It? 

Though conditions vary 
and no single figure can 
the cost of production, yet in gener- 
al the account againet the bushel of 
wheat will stand substantially as fol- 
lows:

Transportation Problems Are 
Discussed by President Beatty 
Of C.P.R. Before Board of Trade 


} 


While Not Speaking in Direct Opposition to Government 
Ownership, He Endeavors to Reveal How Such Own- 


ership Will Not Improve 


A record number of Edmonton bus- 
iness men were present at the Mac- 
donald hotel at Tuesday's luncheon 
of the Edmonton Board of Trade, to 
hear &. W. Reatty, president of the 
Canadian Pacific ratiway, tell of 
transportation problems as they con- 
front Canada today. While Mr. 
Béatty did not speak directly in op- 
position to government ownership, he 
endeavored to reveal how such own- 
ership would not create an improve- 
ment {1 Canada's raliway services. 
‘The problem of government or private 
ownership, thought Mr, Beatty, was 
a problem that the people of Canada 
themselves must settle and he consid- 
ered that the people should be edu- 
cated in the knowledge of values ac- 
erued and insufficiencies affected be- 
fore they finally made their decision 
@@ to railway control. 

Tho lack of experience of govern- 
ment ownership was touched upon by 
the speaker who remarked that while 
the system appeared good theoretic- 
ally, in practice it would provide 
many shortcomings that would not be 
conducive to financial progress or ef- 
ficient administration. 

In regard to the high cost of living 
at present prevailing, Mr. Beatty con- 
sidered it should be the government's 
Immediate concern to tell just what 
the ingredients of the high cost of 
living are, and ff unfairness exists, 
that the government should have 
them removed, 

Situation Last Summer, 

Mr. Teeatty touched upon the serl- 
ous situation that prevailed in rail- 
Way circles last summer when a con- 
dition of labor unrest existed which 
became so serious that a general rail- 
way strike had almost resulted. The 
appointment of a board of adjust- 
ment consisting of six representatives 
of the employers and six of the work- 
ers, with a referce, in caso of dispute, 
amicably settied the problem and has 
since w#ettied no less than thirty-two 
main disputes, each of which involy- 
ed minor disputes that were sufficient 
to cause a strike. 

President Beatty will leave Edmon- 
ton this, Wednesday, evening. 

He was accompanied here by D. C. 
Coleman, vice-president of the west- 
ern lines, and Colonel Dennis. Ed- | 
monton is visited by Mr, Beatty in the { 
course of a genera! tour of inspection 
over the western lines, 


President Beatty's Address. 

His address before the Board 
Trade was as follows:— 

I feel that I need no apology for 
speaking very briefly on a matter 
which js engrossing the attention of 
most serious thinking Canadians, and 
that ja, what is to be the ultimate end 
of our railways, and under what aus- 
pices or method of administration are 
they to be managed. The possession 
by the Canadian Pacific of a system 
involving 18,770 miles in Canada, of 
which 8,769 miles are west of the 
Great Lakes, gives in itself a reason 
why {ts officers should have some 
knowledge and some views on the 
subject, and if they are of any value, 
thoge that have an equal voice in the 
final determination of the question are 
certainly entitled to the benefit of 
them. 

1 have an additional reason’ for 
mentioning this subject, {n that a 
great deal of misapprehension seems 
to exist in some quarters as to just 
what the problem is. We have pri-

managed railways. I do not know 
that the government could have done 
anything else than they did do, but I 
do feel that neither the government 
nor the people of this country are yet 
in a position to determine findlly what 
the future of all these systems must 
be, I think it is unfortunate that ful- 
ler discussion of this subject has not 
obtained in Canada up to now. It is 
true it occupies certain space in the 
newspapers, and has been discussed 
in parliament, but always with the un. 
satisfactory result that the advocates 
of the different methods of adminis- 
tration are considered prejudiced. If 
a public man speaks, we shrug our 
shoulders and aay it is politics; if a 
railway man speaks he is said to be 
prefudiced by his railway association, 
Not all the men who go to Ottawa 
are governed absolutely and exclusive- 
ly by political considerations and the 
railway man can still be a railway 
man and be a good citizen of Canada 
with an honest desire to see the trans- 
portation future of his country as- 
sured. 

Much in Theory to Recommend. 

Govornment ownership in theory 
has much to recommend it. It has 
been said by a very able member of 
the government that the advisability 
of it Increases as you approach a 
state of monopoly and that is prob- 
ably true, but it has not been deter- 
mined in any gatisfactory way up to 
date, whether government mnanage- 
ment of our systems is feasible or even 
possible. Until it is determined, I 
should conclude it would be well for 
the gévernment and the people to 
withhold thefr final judgment. 
Among the advocates of this system 
are many men who are sincerely and 
honestly convinced that in the last 
analysis {t will be for the benefit of 
the people of this country and that 
{s the only angle from which the 
question can be viewed. It is unfortu- 
nate, however, that most of these mea 
have not Intimate persenal knowledge 
of the administration of these large 
enterprises, and the wish for success 
is father to the thought that success 
will result. We have recently ha4 the 
benefit of the results of similar ex- 
periments in Great Britain and the 
United States, ana while I am quite 
prepared to admit that the abnormal 
conditions under which the systems 
had to be operated during the war, 
makes the lessons to be drawn from 
this method of administration not en- 
tirely conclusive, Iam strongly of the 
view that there ts nothing in these re. 
sults which gives confidence or justi- 
fies the hope that we would avold the 
disaster they have experienced, ani 
that the difficulties which, at least, 
contributed to their failure would be 
absent from the administration of 
Canadian rallways under like aus- 
pices, 

You will recall that the American 
systerns broke down when put to the 
test. They broke down physically and

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BEATTY oPEAKG 
ON OITUATION 
NOW PREVAILING 


Thinks That Movement Against 
Constituted Society Will — 
Not Succeed 


“No movement that has for its pur- 
pose the strangling of constituted so- 
ciety can hope to succeed In any law- 
abiding country such as Canada," re- 
marked EK. W. Beatty, K.C., president 
of the Canadian Pacific railway on his 
arrival in the city Wednesday morning 
returning from the Coast. This was the 
president's reply to a question put 
to him by the newspaperman as _ to 
what he had to say in connection with 
the Winnipeg strike. He was disin- 
clined to discuss the etrike situation 
at length. “The general public 
will not stand for it,” he remarked, 
“and this being so, it will not get the 
strikers very far.” Mr. Beatty added 
that there was a good deal of uncer- 
tainty as to what would ultimately be 
done as far as the strike was con- 
cerned at Vancouver. The postal 
olerks, he said, had decided not te 
come out. Much depended upon the 
ultimate development of the Winni- 
Peg situation. 


Development tn Alberta. 

With regard to his company’s de- 
velopment in Alberta, the president 
stated that plans were at present be- 
fore the railway board for the con- 
struction of the Empress-Acme 
branch, and also a line from Empress 
to Meldrum. It was expected that 
these would be approved at an early 
date, when this work would be pro- 
ceded with without delay. The com- 
pany, he said, had also under consid- 
eration @ line running north from 
Empress through Coronation and 
Whitford Lake. These plans, how- 
ever, had not been finally determined 


upon, 
Optimistic, 

President Beatty is exceptionally op- 
timistic as to the general crop condi- 
tions {n the west. “If the prospects 
are realized there is nothing I can 
conceive that will do more for Can- 
ada, east and west, to restore confi- 
dence and relieve the present unrest,” 
he said. 

With the present prospects in view 
the president looks for considerable 
immigration both from the old coun- 
try and from the northern parts of 
Europe, such as Scandinavia. This 
Ste particularly to agricultural- 


Should Come West. 


“One thing that eastern people 
should feel ashamed of,” continued 
the president, “is the fact that they 


do not visit the west often enough, or 
stay sufficiently long to familiarize 
themselves with the wonderful heri- 
tage Canada has in the west, and 
with the problems of the people.” Mr. 
Beatty stated that if more interest 
was taken in the west by easterners 
in this respect that if would brush 
aside the feeling that was sometimes 
manifested by 
people. 
Government Ownership. 


With regard to the government 
ownership of railways, Mr. Beatty 
said that the American systems had 
broken down when put to the test. 
This might possibly have been ini- 
mized had a little roader view of 
the needs of American railways been 
taken by American tribunals in the 
five years prior to the entry of the 
United States into the war. What 
was subsequently done was done in 
an attempt to meet a highly emergent 
situation, the result of which had 
been @ debacle.

TORONTO STRIKE 
BRINGS OUT MANY 
UNION WORKERS 


Spectal to Vancouver Province. 

TORONTO, May 80.—Employees in 
various building trades, garment- 
workers and other union members to 
@ number variously estimated at be- 
tween seven and twelve thousand left 
their work this morning at 10 
o'clock in a sympathetic strike to aid 
the men of the metal trade2 who have 
been out for some weeks because 
their demand for a forty-four-hour 
week and a_ collective bargaining 
agreement was refused, 

At present it is in no sense a gen- 
eral strike, Street cars and public 
utilities are operating as usual; stores 
are open and doing the usual, or bigger 
business, Factories and shops not 
directly interested are working full 
time. Building operations are not 
completely tied up, as some trades are 
staying at work. 

Of the fifteen men comprising the 
committee in charge of the etrike 
fourteen are British4born. The other 
{s sald to be a Russfan. 

Mayor Church announced this 
morning that gq citizens’ committee 
has been formed, membere signifying 
) their willingness to assist if necessary 
in maintaining order and to perform a 
public service similar to the commit- 
tee In Winnipeg. While these pre- 
cautions have been taken the mayor 
expects that the etrike will be con- 
ducted dn an orderly manner, 

Several unions which were thought 
to be wavering toward the sympathetic 
strike announce this morning they 
|would take no action at present. 
Among these notably are the letter 
clerks and 


carriers, railway mail 
freight handlers. 

In regard to many of the strongest 

labor unions in the city there has been 
no serious suggestions up to the pre- 
sent that they will take any part in 
|the strike, 
Unions representing about 15,000 
;|members voted in favor of the gen- 
eral strike and unious with a member- 
ship of 16,000 are still to be heard 
from on the question. Among the 
latter are the street railwaymen, print- 
ers, telegraphers, letter carriers, rail- 
way brotherhoods in the Toronto ter- 
minals, barbers and emaller unions, 

The metal workers at present on 
strike number about 5,000. The etrong- 
est unions that have voted for the 
general strike are the Amalgamated 
Garment Workers, 2,000; Internation- 
al Garment Workers, 1,600; Brother- 
hood of Carpentera, 1,000, and metal 
trades, 5,000. 

The Civic Employees’ Union will not 
strike until the public utifties are 
called out by the committee of fifteen. 
This was decided previously and 
affirmed at a meeting last night in the 
Labor Temple at which about 900 
men attended.

Recent Moisture Was General 
Says Department of Agriculture 


The second spring crop report of the 
Department of Agriculture issued on 
May 31st ts as follows: 

“A report of crop conditions In a 
previous crop bulletin of May 16th 
was favorable for the whole of the 
province. Southern Alberta at that 
time had received an equitable distri- 
bution of moisture so that conditions 
for seeding were favorable and in most 
cases there was a slight reserve of 
moisture. Generally fall plowed land 
and etubble land showed little reserve 
of moisture but on summerfallow land 
the crop was up and making steady 
progress. Seeding operations through- 
out the province were going along sat- 
{sfactorily and were advanced to a de- 
gree fully up to the average at the same 
date. There also appeared to be a 
rather substantial increase in acreage 
amounting to eighteen or twenty per 
cent. above the area in crop for last 
year. It was rather dry for breaking.

THREE MILLION 0 
MEET TAX LOANS 


Loans Must Be Taken Up and 
Fresh Debenture Issue Must 
Be Made 


In order to carry into force the pro- 
visions of the “Arrears of Taxes Act,” 
recently passed by the provincial legis- 
lature for the relief of defaulting tax- 
payers, and which spreads payments 
of tax arrears over a term of ten years, 
the city of Edmonton will have to find 
some 83,000,000 in order to cover loans 
now outstanding on tax errears for the 
years 1914-156-16-17-18. 

As the City Council have adopted 
the act, and therefore it means that a 
number of applications have already 
been received for relief under the act 
and others will follow, active steps are 
being taken to consolidate the deben- 
tures on the arrears of taxes, in order 
to have the money on hand to meet the 
redemptions of property disposed of at 
tax sales before the act was drafted 
and put into force. In order to con- 
solidate the present debentures on the 
arrears of taxes it is necessary that

the whole of the loans have to be taken 
up and a fresh debenture issue will be 
made to cover the whole amount, not 
merely to cover the tay: arrears of in- 
dividual years as previously the case. 


Officials Meet Minister. 

In order to float any debenture is- 
sue, authority has to be obtained from 
the board of utility commissioners, 
and as a preliminary etep to this the 
members of the finance committee, in- 
cluding Ald. Esdale (chairman), the 
Mayor, Ald. Milton Martin, City Solici- 
tor Bown, and treasurer Barnhouse 
waited upon A. G, MacKay, minister 
of municipalities, on Wednesday morn- 
ing, in order to discover if any special 
course had to be adopted by the city 
before making euch application to the 
utility commissioners. So far what has 
been done is satisfactory, and applica- 
tion to float the debenture issue, which 
will be for some $3,000,000 will be 
made to the utility commissioners at 
once. 

No time has to be lost in dealing 
with the proposal as the city has to 
have $1,000,000 in hand to meet one of 
the short term issues which falls due 
on July ist. 

On all the short-term issues now 
outstanding on the tax arrears, the 
city is paying, generally speaking 6 per 
cent. interest, but it is expected that 
the consolidated issue will be in the 
form of 10-year debentures at 6% per 
cent. interest. 


Only to Arrears to End 1918. 

It might be added that the “Arrears 
of Taxes Act.” applies only to arrears 
of taxes up to end of 1918, and the act 
ceases to be fn force after October of 
this year, 

Subsequently, if those who have 
sought relief under the act do not keep 
up the conditions as set forth, (that is, 
payment of current taxes), also the 
proportional payment of the arrears, 
the property goes under the new Com- 
pulsory Tax Sale Act at once. 

This act comes into force in July, 
1920, and under its provisions property 
six months in arrears for taxes is 
eligible for a tax eale right away. 

This act is going to be strictly en- 
forced throughout the province, for, 
as stated by the minister of munioipali- 
ties, there are $19,000,000 of tax ar- 
rears in the province spread among 
some 600,000 people and this piling 
up of arrears has got to stop. 


EMPLOYEES OF 
STREET RAILWAY

A number of the mechanical staff of 
the street railway department are pe- 
tioning the city commisisoners that 
their pay should be at the rates set 
forth in the clty fair wage scale. This

GAME IN EDMONTON. 
Anyone who doubts the B ny 
larity of golf in Edmonton uld 
take a glance at the official figures 
of the publifc links furnished by 
the clty comptrolicr to the city 


commissioners yesterday. These 
figures are ree years, 1916- 
17-18. A slight idea of the extent 


to which the game is played this 
year is given by the revenue al-

The revenue up to May ist. 
for the present year was $1,991.- 
22. The fees this year are; 18- 
hole ticket, 35 cents; 20-trin tle- 
ket (9 holes), 83; boys’ season 
ticket, $4; Indies’ season ticket, 
7.50; gents’ season ticket, $12.50; 
combination (man and wife), 
$17.50.

The Art of Baseball 


By Hughie 


LESSON No, 9—THROWING 

No man should attempt to play 
second base for any team unless he 
can throw underhand with a snap 
motion. To be successful a young 
player should cultivate the style of 
throw made by the quick snap of the 
wrist across the body, and never 
should attempt an overhand throw 
unless the ball is hit to him sharply 
and the runner fs slow, 

In the old days of the garhe it was 
said that second basemen were chief- 
ly good shortstops whose arms had 
worn out and who could no longer 


.727 make the long throws across the in- 
“gag field. 


;|The only truth In this was 
that, frequently, players whose arms 
no longer could stand the strain of 
the long overhand throw from short 
or third base, cultivated the snap 
throw with the wrist and became 
capable second basemen. 

The strength of a throw from seo- 
ond base has little to do with play- 
ing the position, but the quickness 
with which the ball fs started toward 
first has everything to do with it. 
The second baseman who winds up 
to make a throw loses so much time 
that almost any speedy runner will 
beat the ball to first hase unless the 
ball ts batted to the left of the second 
bazeman, 

In seventy casés out of a hundred 
the second baseman gets a ball to his 
right while moving toward second 
base or etraight at him. In either 
case his body fs in such a position 
that he is compelled to maka a half 
or a quarter turn toward first base 
to make an overhand throw, whereas, 
by practicing throwing with the wrist 
acrogs the body underhand, the ball

Renner’s Appeal. 


Dr. Renner made appeal to the 
principles of President Wilson, on 
which the armistice was aske¢ nd 
granted and alluded to the prfsent 


situation of Austria. It was only due 
to the generosity of the Hoover Com- 
mission that the life of the Austrian | 
population had been saved, he said. 
Dr, Renner asked for a peace of right 
and justice and for assistance to tide 
over the trouble. He said he would 
examine the terms of the Allies loy- 
ally and do his best to work out a 
Peace on such a basis. 

The new republic of Austria was 
free from the old unfortunate tradi- 
tions of the Hapsburg monarchy and 
“from the horrible crimes of 1914,” 
Dr. Renner said. 

He declared that Austria desired to 
take her modest part in the work of 
the league of nations. 

Extremely Courteous. 

The address was translated into 
English and Italian. Dr. Renner 
stood while making his speech, and 
hig attitude, like that of the entire 
Austrian delegation was extremely

EVANSBURG, June 3.—<Adcer being 
inoperative since Friday evening, May 


23rd, the mine here resumed work this 
morning, when about half 
reported for work. As a result of a 
ballot in district 18 the men struck 
work on Saturday, May 24th. As a 
protest against order 124 issued by 

Soal Commissioner Ormsby. The 
order in question entailed no injustice 
ion any employee of the Pembina mine, 
and the principal resulte of the strike 
jare that it retarded production and 
output and depleted the exchequer of 
ihe atrikers to a corresponding degree 
diminishing their earnings material- 
ly, It caused considerable inconven- 
fence to themselves and their families 
and dependents. It was the means 
lof depriving the whole cainp of elec- 
trio light for the past ten nights, and 
entailed several other hardships on 
the inhabitants generally. But the 
operators whom it was primarily in- 
ended toinjure were scarcely if at all, 
affected by it. It meant a saving in 
isutface expenses nlone of about $170 
per day. A round robin was circulat- 
ed among the men Friday and Sat- 
lurday, to ascertain how many were 
in favor of returning to work. About 
half the men signed it, and when this 
act’ was intimated to superintendent 
McLeod, he decided to open the mine 
this morning. Accordingly tbe whistle 
was blown at 7 o'clock Monday even- 
ing, and as already stated about half 
the men turned in this morning,

WHITLEY PLAN | 
HAS PROSPECT 
FOR ALLLABOR 


President Beatty, of C.P.R., Says 
Plan Basis for Dealing with 
Local Troubles 


Closer relationships between em- 
ployer and employed, and more direct 
dealing between them, are desirable} 
in industrial undertakings in Canada, 
in the opinion of B. W. Beatty, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific rat!way. 
In an interview yesterday Mr. Beatty 
said that the Whitley report on in- 
dustrial relationships in Great Britain 
might prove suggestive as indicating 


industry than prevails today in cer- 
tain industries, It seemed to provide 
a means whereby employed in any in- 
dustry might meet for discussion of 
shop conditions and many other mat- 
ters which, in the absence of a coun- 
cil might prove fruitful sources of 
friction. 

In large undertakings it might be 
impossible to restore the very close 
relationships that existed between 
employers and employed when bus!- 
nesses and industries were small, but 
@& great deal might nevertheless be 
done, 


As Permanent Body 

The railway war board, Mr. Beatty 
would like to see established as a per- 
manent body. Its success as a means 
of settling differences the C.P.R. 
president had dwelt upon at the Ca- 
nadian and Rotary club luncheon. 
Speaking on the matter subsequent- 
ly, he declared that the board had 
proved that the establishment of dl- 
rect personal contact between em- 
ployers and employed was always 
mutually beneficial. The war board, 
consisting of six representatives of 
the railway brotherhoods and six of 
the ratlway executives sat at times 
with a delegate from the brother- 
hoods as chairman, at others with a 
representative of the executives fn the 
chair. In discussion the members of 
the board did not find themselves dl- 
vided by any clearly defined lines, 
There were times when the cleavage 
of opinion was diagonal in form, cer- | 
tain members who represented the 
executives and certain who represent- 
ed the unions finding themselves fn 
disagreement with the remainder. 

When delegation of unions who had 
matters to take up wit the hoard, 
entered, every member of the board 
stood up to recelye them, reversing 
the etiquette of the courts of law. The 
fact that the railway brotherhoods 
contained men of broad vision who 
did not wish to hamper the country 
in the conduct of the war, had been | 
a factor making for its suecess and it 
was this success that led the railway 
president to the belief that {t might 
be extended {n principle to other 
branches of industry as well as the 
transportation companies and to de- 
side its permanence for the railways 
he said. 

He did not think that the best re- 
sults would be achieved through large 
unwieldly conferences 

Revolution Won't Succeed

lutionary movements could never suc- | 
ceed in Canada. As to the merits of 
the dispute which gave rise to the) 
sympathetic strike he preferred not to | 
express an opinion, but he dwelt upen | 
that Senator Robertson had!

Theoretically, a strike is only in- 
voked when the feeling for it in the 
unions affected is so strong that the 
members are, by a great majority, in 
favor ot it. 


This, however, .is not the view of 
the promoters of the One Big Union, 
who are also the instigators of the 
present “General Strike” in Winnipeg. 

At the Calgary convention the meth 
ods to be adovted to secure an appar- 
ent endorsement of the One Big Union 
and an authorization of a general 
strike to bring it into being, and at 
the same time to secure a 80-hour 
working week (five days, etx hours 
@ day) and the pardon of the pro-Ger- 
man and pecific “comrades” were 
fully discussed. 


The leaders of the movement were 
quite frank in explaining that they 
expected to put their plans over with 
the aid only of an aggressive majority. 

Delegate Johns, of Winnipeg, was, 
as usual, frankness itself, © sald: 

“I have seen where the vote was 
400 in one organization; for the right 
to pull them out on strike we would 
get perhaps, 80 votes, and maybe 60 
of that in favor; and able to take the 
400 out. I contend that we must 
work, that the convention is deter- 
mined to get the vote, and the vote we 
must be determined is the majority 
anxious to precipitate and make an 
organization for the good of the work- 
ing class in this country, It does 
not matter to me whether they take 
the vote or if there js other opposi- 
tion or not.” 

The language is a weird Junble, but 
its purport is plain. It is @ declara- 
tion of the right of an active minority 
to dominate the labor organfzations 
and force them into strikes whether 
they like it or not. 

The British Columbia delegates fay- 
ored the plan of the B.C. Fedemation 
of Labor, by which control was to be 
vested in certain vital trades; their 
decision was to be imposed upon all 
other labor unions. Vital trades were 
thus defned by Delegate Kavanagh 
(Vancouver : 

“Vital trades are those which, 
ceasing work compel others to ceitee 
by virtue of the fact they cannpt 
carry on without them, In the ciby 
of Vancouver the longshoremer Py 
metal trades—that is. the transport 
workers and metal trades—demor- 
alize the city of Vancouver; these 
trades which are the keystones of 
the industries tn any particular cen- 
tre, that is what is meant by vital 
trades. You will take a railway sys- 
tern. Now, it Is true the engineers 
and drivers could keep working so 
long as the round-house workers 
keep operating. If all other om- 
ployees or any section of employees 
which affect the vital part of the 
transportation system cease work, 
they demoralize that system. These 
are the vital trades which oceupy 
the position in the labor movement 
where by cessation they compel the 
cessation of others.” 

Delegate Russeld (Winnipeg)—one 
of the leaders in the present strike— 


was heartily in favor of letting the | 


“vital trades’ boss the job provided 
it was distinctly understood that the 
“vital trades were in turn to be bossed 
Fs active 1.W.W. minority. He 


“As IT see the proposition, we can 
get the best results by putting the 
ballot from the bodies which are of 
the greatest importance industrially, 
taken by ovr central organization 
through the central organizations 
taking charge of the ballots, and 
those not voting will be counted nn 
the affirmative.” 

There is a fine flavor of democracy 
of the Lenin-Trotsky brand about thir 
proposition that a minority vote in a 
minority of the trades should com- 
mit organized labor to an tndustrial 


revolution, and, incidentally, to a 
political revolution as well, No “re- 
actionary” government ever had the 


nerve to suggest that the unpolied 
vote in a constituency should be re- 
garded as affirmative for its polities 
and candidates, But we travel fast 
these days! 

Delegate George Armstrong (W!Inni- 
peg), another of our strike leaders, 
was also heartily in favor of this pro- 
position, After lamenting the @reat 
difficulty there was in getting an ac- 
tual majority vote in a union in favor 
of a strike, he proceeded: 

“Hence we have got to adopt 
some other tactics. Now, the ques- 
tion comes to this, that those occu- 
pied in those vital industries hold 
the whip in their hand; they hold 


the situation, they hold society by | 


the throat. Once they become con- 

scious of that fact—and it is upon 

those men that we have got to rely 
for the emancipation of the worker, 

80 that if this move that you have 

instigated here is successful in, get- 

ting contro] of those vital industries 

——you have not much more to worry 

about. 

“T am (here to support or propose 
to you that you have a majority. I 
would suggest maybe 70 per cent., 
or 75 per cent, if necessary, not of 
the membership of the orguniza- 
tlons, but a majority of the intelll- 
gence of the organizations, and the 
intelligence of the organization ts 
that portion which 1a sufficiently !n- 
terested in their position in life to 
attend the meetings of their organi- 
zations.’ 

There were elements in the conven- 
tion that were rather staggered at this 
proposal that control should be vested 
in relatively a handful of the workers. 
In view of the large program upon 
which they were proposing to enter-—— 
a rebellion against the Jnternational 
brotherhoods, a general strike to free 
pro-German political prisoners, a gen- 
eral strike for a six-hours day-—some 
of the delegates thought that they had 
better make sure, first, that they had 
with them a solid majority the 
workers. A quotation from m speech 
by Delegate Nixon, of Vancouver, on 
this point is enlightening. He said: 

“What I want to get at fs this: 
whether you will leave the settling 
of the referendum to the active mi- 
nority or to the inactive majority. 
If you are going to leave it to the 
active minority— 

Voices—Sure, sure! 

“Del, Nixon—ITIf you wre, as this 
is a broad question, and each dele- 
gate puts the straight question to 
lifs Jocal without any camouflage as 
to the action, my judgment is cer- 
tainly away out. You might gay, if 
you like, the active minority rulea, 
though T hold it does not. Tt may 
define the policy; but if we come to 
facts, hide it if you will, we are go- 
ing to adopt a policy of force; we 
have come to that, and you must 
have the support of the whole of 
the workers.” 

Delegate Broatch (Calgary) criticiz- 
ed the proposal to have a minority 
vote of the “vital trades” the decisive 
factor as undemocratic; he urged a 
majority vote of all the untons affect- 
ed, His remarks were not popular; 


one delegate wanted to know where In} 
|h-—- they were drifting to; and Broatch | 
was shut off promptly at the end of 


five minutes at a demand from the au- 
dience, 

The erities of the strong-arm policy 
had no following in the convention; 
they were promptly attacked for try- 
ing to spoil the “unanimity of the 
meeting. Delegate Grogran denounced 
them as “reactionaries

tion.” 

This and all other quotations are 
Fo the official report of the conven- 
tion, 

Delegate R. B. Russell (Winntpes) 
was also deeply incensed at the minor- 
ity daring to get in the way of tho 
steam roller, He said: 

“The workers through the inter- 
national organizations have been at- 
tempting to function industrially 
and still retain craft distinction, but 
the day has come, and they know it, 
and these serpents operating today 
and I call you serpents because I 
cannot call you any other—endeav- 
oring to may the convention were 
not unanimous, they attempt to in- 
troduce that. But it was unanimous 
-—there is no question about that. 
However, we realize the sentiment; 
to me at this time it is an attempt 
to get publicity to show a reaction- 
or ™ove in this convention; and 
ariging out of that press publicity 
they wili be able to go over the 
country and spread that—a scurr!- 
lous attempt to try to convince 
some that the expression of the con- 
vention was not the desired expres- 
sion, That is thelr idea.” 

Alas, alas! Even in the Eden at 
Calgary there were serpents; and re- 
action liftetl its horrid head in the 
very presence of the Jacobins! 

Upon, the conclusion of the discus- 
sion the question was remitted to the 
executive committee for such action 
as it deemed fit. As the executive 
committee of five included the most 
extreme mombers of the convention 
(Johns, of Winnipeg, is one of them) 
it fe not diMcult to guess the actton 
that seemed good to them, It has 
been announced that a vote has been 
taken validating the one big union 
idea and authorizing a genera) strike 
for the whole of “ Western Canada, 
Winnipeg included, on July 1st, Pre- 
sumably this was a vote of the “Intel- 
gent minority” in such “basic trades” 
as the executive committee thought fit 
to select, 

The mystery of how Winnipeg 
came to be landed into a general 
strike, to which 75 per cent, of the 
people on strike are opposed, is, how 
eyer, explained when it Is realized 
that the men who instigated the strike 
ave the very men who at Calmary pro- 
claimed and gloried in the doctrine of 
the dictatorship of labor by the min- 
ory of extremists. 

ven on their own showing, there 

wer only 8,000 yotes in favor of the 
Wingipeg strike—although it is esti- 
mated that 80,000 people went out. 
In view of the declarations made at 
Calgary by Johns, Russell and arm- 
strong—-three prime instigators of the 
Winnipig = trouble—it ts quite preb- 
able that the 8,000 supposedly affirm- 
ative votes were made up in large part 
ef the ur&ast ballots of absentees.

ALL-ALBERTA 
BN. HAS GREAT 
WAR HISTORY 


(Continue! from Page One) 


to March, 1918 Was at Neuville 
Vitasse from March to July, 1918. At 
Amiens in August. On the Arras 
front from August 15 to September 
18. At Cambral and Iwery in Septem- 
ber and Octoben and at Mons and 
Havre (near Mons) from October 18 
to November 11. 

The 31st formed part of the Brit- 
ish army of occupation on the Rhine, 
and was the first British battalion to 
cross the bridge at Bonn. The bat- 
talion held part of the bridge head 
just east of Bueal, beyond Bonn. 
They remained on the Rhine untill 
January 24, when they took up a 
support position se, Malone, elght 
kilometres from amur, Belgium, 
At Namur they recetved their colors. 
They left Namur on April 7 for La 
Havre and England. 

The 3ist was the only Alberta bat- 
talion to go to the Rhine. They took 
part in the triumphal march of the 
British troops through London. 

Thé decorations won by members 
of the battalion included six D.S.O.'s, 
one with bar; 50 M.C.'s, four with 
bar; one French Crotx de Guerre; 26 
D.C.M.'s; 135 M.M.’'s, five with bar; 
five M.S.M.'s; four Belgian Croix de 
Guerre; one French Medale Mili- 
taire; one Belgian D.M.; 21 rnen- 
tions {n dispatches. A man who en- 
listed with the 31st was awarded the 
V.C., but the occasion arose after he 
had left the battalion. 

One of the achievements of which 
the battalion 1s especially proud is 
that they brought with them as part 
of the battalion kit right to Calgary, 
the battalion mascot, a one-eyed sor- 
re] pack-pony, which they had found 
entangled in the German wiree dur- 
ing the Amiens advance. The pony 
was nicknamed “Heinie.” In defi- 
ance or in circumvention of all rules 
and regulations made and provided, 
they were able to bring Heinie with 
them all the way, and came within 
one of including him in the ¢ri- 
umphal parade through London, 

From the above record it will be 
geen that the 31st did not miss many 


armies of ancient and modern times, 
and to wonder how men could be 
found who would stand up to such 
horrors and dangers and face such 
feprftul destruction of life. It is safe 
to gay that no regiment of any army 
before the present war could show an 
equal record of persistent hard fight- 
ing and heavy losses during the like 
period of time as the S8ist All-Alberta 
Battalion, Possibly thelr record ts 
not exceptional in the present war, 
but it is unlikely to have been exceed- 
od in many instances. The battalion 
was given a great reception in Cal- 
gary. The Edmonton men com- 
prised about a third of the battalion.

Where land has been sold to a tax 
vale purchaser other than the emund-

ity in trust for the taxsale purchaser, 
the amount of the penatities requited 
for redemption including the penali- 
| les on taxes, if any, paid by the tax 
sale purchaser subseqnent to the 
sale, together with a fee of $1.00 for 
each lot or parcel of land in connec- 
tion with which he wiehes the act 
to apply. 

Tt whould he noted that ft {a only 
{n case the land has been sold to the 
‘municinglity or to a private party, 
that any application need be made 
to the council, of ius munictpality 
asking ¢hat the act apply to any and. 
If the act haw been made applicable 
to the municipaltty by resolution of 
the council, it will automatically ap- 
ply to all lands in the municipality 
which ure dn arrears for taxes, and 
jthere {sy no necessfty for taxpayers 
making apec\\l application to ‘the 
; council of the municipality dn regpect 
of their lands, The only cages in 
which application fo required to be 
made are cases where the land has 
actually been sold to the municipality 
|or to a private party because of non- 
;payment of arrears of taxes, and it 
|should also be noted that such eappli- 
cation must be made before the 16th 
of October, 1919. 

Where money hes been borrowed 
by a municipality on the arrears of 
taxes by issue of debentures or any 
other #ecurity, where such joan con- 
fitcts with the act, then euch mund- 
clpalfty {s required to arrange to the 
satisfastion of the minister for the re- 
demption of such debentures or other 
security, in accordance with the terms 
of the debenture fesues, or with the 
consent of the owners thereof, In 
the case of any munictpallty to which 
this act ds made applicable, Joans 
against arrears of taxes must be limit- 
ed to @ period of ten yeans from the 
Present time, and after any existing 
claims against these arrears have 
been pafd, debentures or securities so 
iasued shall become a first charge a- 
gainst these arrears. 

Old Previsions Stand, 

The application of thie act cannot 
in any way be deemed to be a pay- 
ment of arrears of taxes, and ere 
| there {s provision in any municipality 
|act requiring taxes to be paid, before 
is taxpayer can vote, euch proviaion 


shall still apply. 

The idea of thts act Is to make pro- 
vision to help out the taxpayer who 
may, through no fault of his own, be 
in such financial difficulties that it 
fs impossible for him to clear up his 
arrears of taxes in one payment, It 
is not desirable that a man should 
lose his land on account of mon-pay~ 
ment of taxes if ft can be avolded. 
and because of the abnormal condi- 
tions which have existe? during the 
past few years, some taxpayers may 
have found it tmpossibie to pay their 
taxes no matter how good their tnten- 
tions were. The application of this 
act will give the delinquent taxpayer 
an oppertunity to square up, and at 
the game time will give the municipal. 
ity 8 per cent. of interest on the ar- 
reara of gaxes, which will be sufficient 
to pay dnterest on money that mar 
have to be borrowed in the mean- 
time. 

Thts legislation gives a munfictpal- 
ity power to extend a helping hand to 
any of fs taxpayers who may be in 
financial diffroulties and at the eame 
tlme the application of the act wit 
be of benefit to the municipality and 
it will bring payment of current taxes, 
payment of part of arrears and interest 
On arrears

Strike As Cloak, 

This statement was made yesterday 
by Hon, Arthur Meighen, minister of 
interior, who, with Senator the Hon, 
Gideon D, Robertson, minister of la- 
bar, is in the city In connection with 
the strike situation, The two minia- 
ters have let it be known, authorita- 
tively, that they regard the so-called 
general strike as a cloak for samething 
far deeper, a cloak for an effort to 
‘overturn proper authority," 

The same spirit, they say, has been 
noticeable in other parts of Canada, 
and Winnipeg seems to have been 
chosen as the starting point of the 
campaign, This is a statement of the 
views of the two ministers as express- 
ed by themselves, 


Underlying Movement, 

They stated the opinion that there 
was a distinct underlying movement 
beneath the general strike, and that it 
was this underlying movement, cloak- 
ed in the guise of a strike, that they 
were most concerned about. They de- 
signated it as a movement to interfere 
with or overturn proper government 
authority, "There is absolutely no 
justification for the general strike 
called by the strike committee tn this 
city,” said Hon, Arthur Meighen, 
“There is no right or reason in it, just 
because three employers and their emi- 
ployees were unable to agree that a 
condition should be brought about that 
imposed hardship upon the whole 
community." Mr, Meighen said that it 
was possible that the uitimate cortrol 
was altogether outside of, the oity; 
that the properties in which the orig- 
inal dispute took place might be own- 
ed by people a thousand miles away, 


No Reason In It, 


The minister also said that the pos- 
tal workers had absolutely no reason 
to strike, as it was only 30 days ago 
that a delegation pf this body waited 
on the government and went away 
perfectly satisfied, since the gevern- 
ment gave them a hundred dailars bo- 
nus more than they asked for, and 
guaranteed that when the pay Increas- 
es came into being they would be ret- 
roactive as far back av April 1, When 
the postal committee left the capital 
they thanked the ministerg for the 
manner in which they and their de- 
mands had been received,
